LEGISLATURE GETS TO WORK. 


Tennessee Lawmakers Are Now Busy 
with Bills. 

Nashville, Tenn., February 1.—(Special.)— 
The senate this afternoon vassed the Dill 
which had already gone through the house, 
annex'ng about twelve square miles of 
suburbs to the city of Memphis and in- 
creasing the population to close around one 
hundred thousand. 

The new territory will be sewered but 
will not be lighted, policed or protected 
from fire. 

The house passed four more of the mi- 
crobe bills. One provides for the issue of 
a half miliion bonds for sewer purposes, 
and two repeal charters of towns in annex- 
ed territory. The fourth provides for im- 
proving roads. 

The house spent the afternoon consider- 
ing Chambers’s bill, regulating railroad 
assessments. One feature authorizes back 
assessments for as many ag three years. 

Both houses adopted resolution authoriz- 
ing the add tional] expenditure of $25,000 on 
shops at the new penitentiary. 

The senate passed a bill taxing wholesale 
cigarette dealers $75 and retallers from 
$15 to $5.

Washington, February 1.—(Special.)— 
There {ts much talk of the conditions of 
southern coast defenses as a result of the 
visit of the river and harbor commfttee 
to the south. The members of the commit- 
tee declare that the southern coast fs ab- 
solutely defenseless and that there is not 
even_a pretense of protecting any of the 
southern harbors, 

They discovered that tMe forts protect- 
ing Charleston and the surrounding coun- 
try were uncared, for practically. and that 
the new big guns for which the govern- 
ment has paid enormous sums had not 
even been mounted, but were lying around 
and covered with cement and debris.

NORTH AVENUE TO CITY LIMITS 


Appropriation Is Also Made for the 
New Driveway Around Grant 
Park, 


The street committee of city council held 
an important meeting at the city hall yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The citizens residing on Marietta street, 
who have been clamoring for many months 
for a new ‘street pavement, have at last 
fained their point.

Judge Atkinson has not yet reached any 
determination in the matter, and up to a 
late hour last night a number of friends 
from Brunswick who are here awaiting his

that they could send back home. Nor is 
it probable that they will any wiser 
today. Judge Atkinson wants to make a 
thorough canvass of the situation before 
he announces one way or another, and 
this is likely to occupy his attention for a

week or more. 

As was foreshadowed in The Constitution 
yesterday morning, the effort to br.ng out 
a candidate against Candler, which has 
been apparent to close political observers 
ever since Governor «Atkinson's return 
from~Mexico, rapidly crystallized as soon 
as one available man’s name was mention- 
ed. Judge Atkinson was approached on 
the subject last Saturday and in a quiet 
way his friends in the southeastern end 
of the state were requested to come up to 
Atlanta for a quiet conference. They came 


at once, and by Monday night many of the 
political leaders from that section had in- 
scribed their names upon the Kimball 
house register and had taken rooms pend- 
ing further developments. To newapaper 
men who asked them why they were here 
they said that the climate down that way 
Was so exceedingly warm that they came 
up here to cool off. 
A Conference Called. 

On Monday it was arranged that all of 
Judge Atkinson’s friends. who were in 
town should meet him at the earliest pos- 
sible moment and the time of the confer- 
ence was fixed for 4 o’clock yesterday af- 
ternoon. It was expected that Congress- 
man Brantley, of the eleventh district, 
would be present, but when the vestibulcd 
train on the Southern rolled in at 3:55 
without him those who were waiting in the 
depot returned to the Kimball prepared to 
go ahead with the proceedings anyway. 
They assembled in room 205, that of Colonel 
J. C. McDonald, of Waycross, and by 4:30 
o’clock they were ready for business. Colo- 
nel McDonald dispensed a generous hospi- 
tality, and even the newspaper men were 
pressed to remain, with the assurance 
that it was ‘‘only a little accidental gath- 
ering of old fr.ends who just happened to 
be in town on the same day.”’

The most sensational episode in the 
man’s life, while in Atlanta several years 
ago, was his escape from the Fulton coun- 
ty jail.

Taylor. The charge was counterfeit.ng 
and the prisoner was convicted of making 
and circulating a number of counterfeit sil- 
ver dollars. He was sentenced to two 
years in the Ohio penitentiary and was 
sent to the Fulton county jail to await 
h's transfer. While in jail he met the 
noted murderer Asberry Gentry, charged 
with killing Liddler. In some way Malilier 
secured two pistols and then concocted a 
plan for a general jail delivery. 
He and Gentry tied the cell locks 
with wire to prevent the bolts from fast- 
ening and late in the night, when the 
guard walked through the corr:dors, he 
was astonished to see all the cell doors fly 
open as Miller rushed upon him with two 
drawn weapons. Miller, Gentry and nine 
negroes left the prison, and with a key to 
the outside door, found in the jail office, 
they made their escape. Miller now claims 
that after ne left the jail he went to the 
room of the friend who gave him the pis- 
tols and remained hiiden there for thirty 
days, when he slipped away from Atlanta, 
How He Was Caught. 

Last Wednesday afternoon Detectives 
Looney and Hewitt, with Captain Siaugh- 
ter, found Miller at the Oriole hotel, once 
the city pr.son, and the very piace in which 
he was locked up when first arrested six 
vears ago. In the office of the detectives 
there is a letter giving a description of 
Miller and four members of a gang of bur- 
giars, and it is said that Miller acied as a 
eort of advance agent for the gang -and 
that he had come to Atlanta for the pur- 
pose of making some investigations. ‘Lhe 
other four outlaws were expected to arrive 
last night, but they had been ‘informed 
of M.ller’s arrest and did not come to 
the city. 

This gang has robbed nearly every post- 
Office in North Carol.na, it is said, end 
were pveparing to make a raid through 
Georgia. Miller kept ahead of his. pals 
and ascertained all about the postoffices 
and learned just how they could bur- 
giarized. For twelve months the officers 
have been looking for Miller. 

The city detectives have also 
proof, they say. that Miller was implicat- 
ed in the safe robbery which took place 
at Rockmart, Ga., about two years ago. 
It is said he had a hand in the Coffeeville 
robbery and that Gentry was with him at 
the time. 

Miller was betrayed by a false friend or 
he would have yet been at large. When 
he reached the city Thursday he was 
changed in appearance and few would 
have recognized h'm as the man who led 
one of the largest jail deliveries ever made 
in this city. The story he telis cf his be- 
trayal is one of base ingratitude and 
thanklessness. He sdys his Judas was 
Fred Baugn, a character who is well 
known in police circles for his frequent 
rows.

Committee Decides To Sell Government 
Structure for Omaha Show. 


MILITARY MEN ENTER A KICK’ 


They Claim the Building Was Donated 
for Military Purposes. 


COL. CANDLER MAY GO BEFORE COUNCIL 


Wants the Structure for Armory Pur- 
poses—Outlook Bright for Good 
. Exhibit Out West. 


OTWITHSTANDING the claim of the 

local military on the old government 

building at exposition park, the com- 
mittee on public buildings and grounds of 
the city council unanimously decided yes- 
terday afternoon to sell the structure to 
the highest bidder, the proceeds to go to- 
ward defraying the expenses of a Georgia 
exhibit at the Omaha exposition. 

Ex-Governor Northen and General Pas- 
senger Agent Charles Harman, of the 
Western and Atlantic, who are already in- 
teresting themselves in having this state 
make a respectable showing in Omaha, 
were present at the meeting. The resolu- 
tion providing for the sale of the building 
introduced at the last session of the coun- 
cll, was the sole topic of consideration. 

Colonel Candler, of the Fifth regiment, 
had been invited by Chairmdn Camp to be 
present, but other engagements prevented. 
The military was represented, however, 
by Colonel Park Woodward. Messrs. Har- 
man and Northen argued in favor of the 
adoption of the resolution, but Colonel 
Candler, who was reached by telephone, 
objected to the sale of the building on 
the grounds that it was given to the city 
solely for military purposes, and that the 
m'‘litary should therefore have some voice 
in its disposition. 

The first bill introduced in congress gave 
the building to the city for the express 
purpose of military use. The friends of 
the measure, thinking this clause might 
hinder its passage, wired Colonel Candler 
to waive all claims to the building at that 
time, which he did. When the bill was 
passed it gave the structure to the city 
witiiout any express agreement that it 
should be used for miliary purposes. 

The military men claim, however, there 
was a tacit understanding between the ex- 
position authorities and the officers of the 
regiment that the building should be do- 
nated the military. It is probable Colonel 
Candler will appear before the next ses- 
sion of council to attempt to defeat the 
report of the committee unless it should be 
amended in the meanwhile so as to allow 
the military some just compensation for 
what they deem a serious loss. 

It is Colonel Candler’s idea to move the 
building to the center of the city and use 
it for armory purposes. In view of the 
fact the companies have selected the Gran- 
te hotel for an armory he may relinquish 
this tdea. Certain it is. however, he will 
not surrender the building to the city. 
under present conditions. The military 
may make the city a proposition that if it 
will pay the interest on the new armory 
bonds the companies will surrender the 
government building. The acceptance of 
this, however, is decidedly speculative. 

Messrs. Harman and Northen stated yes- 
terday afternoon the prospects for a first- 
class exhibit at Omaha are most en- 
couraging. They stated they thought $10.- 
000 could be raised for this purpose, which 
would be sufficient.

yelopment of tla Kindergarten system, 
Child study has yecome a study among 
the advanced educators, and we are led 
to believe that the students of the day 
in their appreciation of criminology and 
gociology, and child study, will sooner or 
Jater establish a basis of training and ed- 
wéation which applied to ¢he children to 
come will sooner or later make the human 
face better than it has ever been before. 
There will come a time when knowledge 
as to life, the exact effect and inevitable 
result of heredity, and the entire nature 
of a child will be so well known by those 
whose progeny it may be that the only part 
of its composite being that can not at once 
be taken in hand and scientifically devel- 
oped will be the immortal soul, which must 
for a time, in spite of modern develop- 
ment, remain unaffected. 

But while these wonderful discoveries are 


. being made and preparations discussed for 


the application of the principles of erimi- 
nology and other knowledge pertaining to 
human frailties, and the best way to avoid 
them, posterity is not at a standstill, 
awaiting the opportune moment when thw 
generation of perfection is to begin. Chil- 
dren are being born every day, and the 
question of “pith and moment”’ {tis just 
what is to be done with little Willie as he 
“now is,’’ and not as little Willie ‘‘will be’”’ 


a hundred years hence. This question does 


not apply to the little Willies of the fac- 
tory districts any more than those of the 
“purple and gold” sections, since among
